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EARLY ABELLS IN DERBYSHIRE, ENGLAND 


Several. branches of the Abell family lived in the 
County of Derby, England, in the sixteenth century. 
One branch lived in Creighton and Uttoxeter. The bro- 
thers» John and Richard Abell, were the progenitors 
of this branch. Richard died before 1536. Henry Abell 
who died in 1540, was the earliest known of another 
branch living in Sommersall. A third branch of the 
family lived in Norbury. The earliest found of this 
branch was Nicholas Abell who died about 1557. Most 
of the American Abells are descendants of Robert 
Abell who livediin Stapenhill also in the County 
of Derby. There is a probability that all the branch- 
es of the Abell family in the County of Derby were 
descendants of a common ancestor.

He was a selectman in Attleborough in 1698, and 
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lived to old age, being called "old Goodman Danicl 
Shepardson." The town records indicate that at one 
Gime he nearignéost all his property. 

His slast deed was effected in 1720, his first in 
1662., He left no will and there is no record of any 
administration being granted upon his cstate. 

It is evident that by 1688, Daniel had changed his 
trade to that of a ‘tailor.
